OFFICER'S STATEMENT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 

(Include all elements: Who/What/When/Where/How) 


On March 3, 2018 at approximately 2046 hours Officer's of the Bisbee Police Department 
were dispatched to 11 Hazzard Street in Bisbee Arizona for a report of a possible domestic 
violence disturbance. Upon further investigation Officers met with Matthew Smith and 
Jennifer Milstead who advised they were ok. Officer Gardner entered the residence to 
complete a security sweep for any further subjects and smelled a strong odor of fresh green 
Marijuana consistent with drug trafficking. Officers noticed that there was a shed in the back 
yard that contained items for smuggling illegal’s to include beds, back packs, homemade 
booties also consistent with drug and human trafficking. I had Matthew Smith come to the 
back yard to talk to me and I clearly saw a small baggie of a green substance known to me 
as Marijuana near a barbecue, Matthew Smith admitted that the marijuana was his. Matthew 
Smith also advised that there was a rifle in the shed. Officers found that it was an illegal 
altered rifle with a homemade suppressor. At this time I asked Matthew Smith if I could 
complete consent to search of the shed and the residence due to all the illegal items that 
were located. Matthew Smith advised that Officers could not search the shed or the 
residence. At this time I handcuffed Matthew Smith and he was secured into a fully marked 
unit. Officer Amos then advised that there was a gun where Matthew Smith was sitting in the 
front yard. Officer Amos completed a weapons check of the Black brown wood grip 
Springfield 45 serial# LW148876. Dispatch confirmed that this was a stolen weapon out of 
Pima County Sheriffs Office. A search warrant was completed for the residence. After a 
search of 11 Hazzard Street was completed small amounts of marijuana, dangerous drugs 
and drug paraphernalia were found in the shed and the house. Matthew Smith was later 
transported and booked into the Cochise County Jail for the above charges.
